The wheat traders are undergoing a 
considerable scare, but It Is a "dry 
weather" scare, and hot due to any 
Individual manipulation of the mar- 
ket. 


Rumor of Rain, 


Although private advices to Chica- 


go traders Friday night Indicated that 
a genuine rainstorm had burst upon 
the wheat regions In Red River val- 
ley, the weather ofllco failed to verify 
the report. There were showers In 
Montana, to the west of the Daltotas. 
but this held little more than a prom- 
ise, and a most uncertain sort of prom- 
ise, for those who wanted the storms 
to cross over to the cast, where thtfy 
would benefit the crops. In Wllllston. 
N. D., the barest suggestion of a 
shower sprinkled the land, and In vari- 
ous portions of the state clouds that 
might portend a little moisture were 
observed and hailed with hope.
